University Board of Trustees meeting 
booed Chancellor Charles B. Reed 
while he made his farewell address 


— but cheered for incoming Chancel-. 


lor Timothy P. White as he requested 
a salary reduction. 

White requested and was granted 
a $38,000 pay reduction at Wednes- 
day’s meeting, which was also Reed’s 
last meeting on the Board. 

White wrote a letter that was read 
~aloud to the Board, explaining his 
reason for asking for a 10 percent Pay 
reduction.

“As I join the faculty, staff and stu- 
dents who have experienced cuts, sal- 
ary freezes, and increased fees, I too 
must do my part,” White said. “This 
is the basis of my request to reduce 
my. own compensation.” 

Several trustees commended the 
request. Trustee Peter G. Mehas 
said he hopes students remember the 
sacrifice White made as. time pro- 


~ gresses. 


Trustee Bernadette Cheyne p:aised 
White and his decision.

fine leader,” she said. “He puts the in-

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Two states legalize pot, 
students say it’s a good start 


Students say 
California should 
follow the lead.

Some Californians must have been 
green with envy when. Colorado and 
Washington legalized the recreational 
use of marijuana on Nov. 6. 

Colorado and Washington’s new 
measures, however, leave both states 
open for a Supreme Court battle with 
the federal government, as the drug’s 
legalization put them in violation of 
federal law. 

Cal State Long-Beach political sci- 
ence professor Mary Caputi said the 
measure could definitely be chal- 
lenged. 

“There is definitely a legal question 
here,” Caputi said. “It’s very compa- 
rable to the defense of marriage act and 
states legalizing same sex marriage. 
If someone does, we are looking at a 
Superior Court case where this can be 
decided if it es definitively a state ora 
federal issue.” 

According to the caiyithonsive 


Drug Abuse Prevention and Control 


Act of 1970, cannabis is a Schedule I . 


substance — the category for drugs 
with “high potential for abuse, no ac- 
credited medical use and lacks ac- 
cepted safety.” Within the jurisdiction 
of this federal law, the possession and 
distribution of marijuana remains a 
crime in the United States. 

Under Washington State’s newly 
passed initiative on marijuana reform 
(1-502), anyone older than 21 can legal- 
ly possess up to an ounce of marijuana 
in the state beginning Dec. 6. Marijua- 
na can also be sold legally once state 
Officials finish devising an adequate 
system for issuing licenses for process- 
ing the drug. 

Colorado’s ballot measure for regu- 
lating marijuana is similar, but it also 
allows each person to cultivate up to 
six marijuana plants in their homes for 
personal use. 

“Personally, I’m in foul: of legal- 
izing [marijuana] in small amounts for 
recreational use as long as people can 
use it responsibly, i in-a way that is not 
harmful to minors,” Caputi said.

According to Morales, delivering the 
meals is a special part of the program be- 
cause volunteers get a glimpse at the direct 
impact the event has on those in need. 

“The experience is very humbling, 
as many of these families live in very 
difficult economic conditions,” Morales 
said. “They are very appreciative of the 

Meal they receive.” = 

Lambda Sigma Gamma Sorority Inc. 
Tau Chapter President Elva Pena, who 
has participated twice as a driver for the 
program, said the experience reminds a 
person to be thankful for what he or she 
has and to always remember to give back. 

“For that one day, [the family has] 
the comfort of knowing someone cared 
and that there is someone who is there 
for them,” Pena said. 


CSUEB alumnus Samuel Aguilar in- 
troduced the idea for-the Thanksgiving 
Outreach program in 1999, stemming 
from an experience he had endured as 
a child. : 

Aguilar said that he and his two 
sisters were raised by a single mother 
with limited finances. One year, a local. 
grocery store provided his family with 
food for the holidays.

In 1999, the program sponsored eight 
families. Last year, Lambda Theta Phi

13-year history, according to Morales.

The University Student Union 
Beach Auditorium filled its entrance 
with African art and Nigerian food 
while guests wore colorful clothing, 
and African dancing was performed 
with musicians who played live drums. 

The African Cultural Extravaganza 
was coordinated by Africana Studies 
professor Uche Ugwueze, who read 
from her new book, “Guns in Every 
House,” during the event. The book 
explores the effects of HIV/AIDS on 
orphaned children, who mostly live in 
Sub-Saharan Africa. 

Ballet Kouman Kelle West African 
Dance Ensemble made their way to the 
stage with live drummers to perform 
some of their traditional styles, in- 
cluding Lamba. Cal State Long Beach 
alumna Olivia Trevino said that Lamba 
is traditionally known as a healing 
dance if someone is sick or has mental 
illness. 

“T think that this [African Cultural 
Extravaganza] is a really important 
event because we have a rich Africana 
Studies program here, and yet I don’t 
think that many people know about 
it,’ Trevino said. “That kind of dance 
is representative of the philosophy to

Africa’s tenacity and spirituality of, if 
you’re falling down to get up, keep on 
dancing.” 

Also in attendance was Theater Arts 
professor Anne D’Zmura, who promot- 
ed CSULB’s study abroad program for 
Tanzania. D’Zmura said she is a part of

the International Africa Sub-Commit- 
tee who helped to organize the whole 
event. : 

D’Zmura said this event is vital be- 
cause a lot of people do not know about 
Africa’s rich and vibrant culture. 

“T think there is little understanding 
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African art, Nigerian food and colorful ensembles. 
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of Africa as a continent, as a culture,’ 
D’Zmura said. “I think it’s imperative 
to wake us up in our little silo.” 

During her speech, D’Zmura said 
that when African American students 
went to Tanzania with her, they were 
often questioned by their families and 


friends on why they were going. After 
going to Tanzania and being welcomed 
by the natives who called them brothers 
and sisters, most of her students wanted 
to go back, D’Zmura said. 

“There’s a huge welcoming ceremo- 
ny, and they [the Tanzanians] had never 
seen anyone who had the same color 
of skin other than Africans,’ D’Zmura 
said. “When my they came up to my, 
students and started speaking Swahili, 
my students were not able to talk very 
well. They automatically assumed they 
were snobs from the big city and that 
we had brought them.” 

Trevino said that the study abroad 
trip to Tanzania was very rewarding. 

“You're actually living and worry- 
ing in a village with villagers who have 
no running water or electricity ... but 
yowre helping build schools and help- 
ing children,” Trevino said. “It’s a spiri- 
tually uplifting place, and yet they live 
in so much poverty. Life should be hard 
for them, but they’re not weighed down 
by the same things-as we are.” 

Sophomore nursing major Vanessa 
Ichullingya said she enjoyed everything 
the event had to offer and would defi- 
nitely come back next year. 

“The Nigerian food is absolutely de- 
licious and the dancers were beautiful 
as well,” Ichullingya said. “It’s impor- 
tant because a lot of people, African 
American in particular, don’t know 
enough about their African heritage, 
so I think it’s important to know a little 
about where you’re from. Africa is very 
different from-what you see on TV.” 

D’Zmura said she hopes to make the 
African Cultural Extravaganza an an- 
nual event.

Most of us have either regis- 
tered or are about to register for 
next semester’s classes. We need 
to know if our next semester _ 
schedules wilt be affected by the 
new fees so we can plan accordingly.

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Green Day's ‘jDos!’ waivers lyrically, 


The LP is the second album in 
the band’s trilogy release.

Two months after Green Day’s album “jUno!” was 
released, the band has released their second install- 
ment “jDos!” consisting of 13 more tracks. For a band 
with renowned success and airplay, releasing three 
consecutive albums is a brave move that could easily 
tarnish their career. 

Unlike “jUno!,” the new album starts off slow and 
features Billie Joe Armstrong crooning along with his 
acoustic guitar in “See You Tonight.” It’s a soothing 
track, but it doesn’t transition well into the album be- 
cause it lacks the power that the following songs hold. 

“F--k Time” captures a retro garage-like sound 
with its raunchy lyrics and snazzy guitar solos inter- 
twined. Originally performed by their alter-ego band, 
‘The Foxboro Hottubs, the track loses its spontaneity 
and speed with its polished vocals and slowed down 
tempo. This song was better off being performed by 
their alteregos because it feels forced and out of the 
place for a Green Day song. 

“Lady Cobra” is the perfect example of a Green 
Day rock ‘n’ roll track. Its consistent retro-garage gui- 
tar riffs create a fast tracked ditty about a rebellious 
woman that puts Armstrong in a trance. It’s one of the 
best songs overall on the record because it doesn’t rely 
on or focus on a specific instrument. The track is a 
perfect transition into “Nightlife” as it features vocals 
from Lady Cobra, vocalist of East Bay rock band The 
Mystic Knights of the Cobra. 

“Amy” is the standout song out of the 13 tracks and 
is the perfect closer for the album. The ballad is in 
tribute to the R&B singer Amy Winehouse’s death. 
Unlike the other faster paced tunes, “Amy” strictly 
uses an electric guitar and bass, setting the mood of

It’s an odd transition hearing anthems that criticize 
the government and country only to follow it by sing- 
ing about lost loves and meaningless hookups, but 
that’s what Green Day does. Tracks like “Jesus of Sub- 
urbia” and “Basket Case” from past albums illustrates 
Armstrong’s talent as a lyricist, but “jDos!” seems to 
lack Armstrong’s full potential and instead writes lyr- 
ics that are decent for a rock album with an occasional 


knock-out song. 

While some hardcore Green Day fans may have 
been enthusiastic with the announcement of three 
consecutive albums being released, the majority of the 
songs on “jDos!” aren’t spectacular and instead feel 
like they cold have been b-sides. It is likely that fans 
won’t listen to the album from start to finish.

LBSU fans will be 
saying UNC-le 


By JASON CLARK 
Sports Editor 


ong Beach State fans who 

are hoping to see a competi- 

tive game between the 49ers 

and No. 11 North Carolina 
on Friday should keep their expectations 
low. They may be about to see the ugliest 
LBSU game of their lives, 

Hype is at an all-time high and tickets 
are selling quickly for a game that will 
likely be a blowout in favor of the Tar 
Heels. The game is already being called 
the biggest in the history of the Walter 
Pyramid, and it will be — but not be- 
cause the game itself will be good. 

The 49ers. struggled in a season- 
opening win over Division IJ North 
Alabama before making just 12 field 
goals in an 18-point loss at Southern 
California Tuesday night. They haven’t 
been able to hit shots or make free 
throws, as they have shot just 38.2>- 
percent from the field and 59.6 percent 
from-the line thus far. 

To make those problems disappear 
for tomorrow night’s big game would 
require a Herculean effort and quite a bit 
of luck. In other words, don’t count on it. 

The students who will be camping 
out starting-at 8 a.m. this morning 
will likely be hoping for one of two 
things: an upset of an elite team or an 
in-person look at some of the top col-’ 
legiate players in the country. 

There’s a chance they won’t get to 
see much of either. 

For the reasons already mentioned and 
many more, the chances of an upset are 
slim at best. Those who saw the 49ers 
take down No. 9 Pittsburgh on the road 
last year will argue otherwise, but it’s 
important to remember that the 2011-12 
LBSU team members had already devel- 
oped three years of chemistry between 
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them. This starting five has only been 
practicing for a couple months. 

In all likelihood, Wooden Award 
hopeful James Michael McAdoo and 
the Tar Heels will open up a comfort- 
able lead in the first ten minutes or so 
as the 49ers struggle to get much of 
anything going on offense: UNC head 
coach Roy Williams will then sit his 
star players and send in his garbage 
time crew for the second half. The 
“Niners might be able to make up some 
ground late in the game, but it won’t be 
enough to make things close. 

The fans contributing to a record- 
setting attendance at the Walter Pyramid 
will see a game that will be decided early 
on. The rest of the tim€; they won’t even 
be able to watch great basketball from 
UNC. The Tar Heels aren’t polished yet 
either, and watching the star players put 
ona show against LBSU will only be so 
much fun for 49er fans. 

The 49er faithful who witness this 
blowout shouldn’t lose hope in the season 
though. LBSU head eoach Dan Monson 
schedules tough teams early to provide 
learning opportunities for his team and 
to expose weaknesses so that by the time 
Big West Conference play rolls around; 
his guys are prepared to win. 

LBSU is favored to win the Big 


_West for a reason. They have talented 


returners in Mike Caffey and James 
Ennis, and transfers Keala King and 
Tony Freeland will make significant 
contributions once they become 
eligible. The 49ers just need time to get 
to know each other. - 

Unfortunately for those attending 
tomorrow night’s game, LBSU is still 
developing chemistry. 

LBSU and the Walter Pyramid have 
never hosted a team with the prestige 
or national following of UNC. That in 
itself makes this the biggest home game

“in LBSU history. But if you’re planning 


on going, just make sure you’re there for 
the atmosphere and to be a part of school 
history, not to see a close game.

After a lackluster’ performance 
Tuesday night at Southern California, 
the Long Beach State men’s basketball 
team will need to adjust in a hurry if it 
hopes to contend in Friday’s historical 
showdown with North Carolina.~ 

The Beach (1-1) will host the elev- 
enth-ranked Tar Heels (2-0) in front

Head coach Dan Monson said Fri- 
day’s game not only means a Iot to the 
team, but to the school and commu- 
nity as a whole. 

“T think it’s huge,’ hé said. “TI just 
want to thank [North Carolina] for do- 
ing it: They have so much more to lose 
than we do. It’s such a bigger game for 
our guys. It’s a big event for the com- 
munity, a big game for our program.” 

Monson added that Tuesday night’s 
62-44 loss wasn’t as disappointing as 
the scoreboard indicated, and the team 
can learn from the tale of two halves. 

“This was a great game for us to 
be able to watch on film and work on 
things and get better today,” he said. 

Point guard Mike Caffey reiterated 
the positives from the game against 
USC, -saying the first half could be 


‘used as a blueprint for how to contend 


with top teams. 


“We just have to play like we did in 
the first half [against USC],” he said. 
“Tf we play the whole game we-can 
hang with anybody. The key to Friday 
is working hard the whole game.” 

Sophomore forward James Michael 
McAdoo has led North Carolina, so far 
this season, averaging, 22.5 points: and 
12.5 rebounds over thé first two games. 
His contributions are key to the Tar Heels 
being 10th inthe nation in rebounding 
with an average of 52 boards a night. 

McAdoo. was also a_ preseason 
Wooden Award nominee, a designa- 
tion given at the end of the season the 
best player in college basketball: 

North Carolina has won five nation- 
al championships (tied for third most 
all-time) with its most recent coming 
in 2009. 

Tip-off is set for 8:10 p.m. and the 
game will also be televised on ESPNU. 
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
